uate publications and the temporary 
removal of compulsory chapel as an 
ixperiment late this spring. 


The petition, which is' addressed to 


President Hopkins has been prepared 
by a group of undergraduates who are 
circulating the protest among the dor- 
mitories and the'' fraternity houses'. A 
large proportion of the student body is 
expected to sign. 


The petition for the end of compul-' 


sory chapel is as follows: "The -under- 
signed are of the opinion that dis- 
continuance of compulsory attendance 
at morning chapel, is a step forward, 


- "in that it has put an end to traversity 


on religious service and was hypocri- 
tical in its observance and harmful In 
its effect. We wish strongly to express 
our hope that compulsion will never 
be reinstituted. We feel moreover, that 
this year should not be allowed -to 
come to a close without the expression 
of opinion which we know to be preva- 
lent among the undergraduate body. 


"This opinion is that it would be 


very advisable to end compulsory at- 
tendance at Sunday chapel in order 
that the anachronism of required at- 
tendance at a religious service may 
be eliminated from an Institution which 
Is avowedly progressive. We are cer- 
tain that the spirit exhibited at Sun 
day chapel affords no ground for be- 
Jlefthat the college favors the contin- 
uance of compulsion, nd we' object to 
a system which crowds our churches 
with men, many of whom .are not in 
attendance, because of any religious

It Is known however, that some time 
during Monday night five or six men 
Bought admittance to Weston's farm 
at Plutarch, near Paltz, 
and that 


when the door was 
closed against 


them they attacked the house. They 
threw stones" and sticks through the 
windows, then rushe dthe front door 
and broke In. 


Weston, unarmed, 
fled to an up-

The housekeeper and the boy were
